ILL-BRED INSOLENOE OF THE NEW 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL 


Leading Democrats So Ourtly Treated That 

They Will Hereafter Keep Away from 

the Department ef Justice—Cleveland’s

Attorney-General (Olney continues to give 
acute distress to distinguished Democrate. 
“This is not because of his failure to resign his 


trusts, but because of his unvarying insolence. 
He treats the Deinocratic Senators and 
Represéntatives just like the public. with 
cynical contempt, The latest victim is Sen- 
ator White of Louisiana, who is looked on as 
oue of the great lawyers of the Senate. Last 
week Senator White had occasion to call on 
the Attorney-General regarding some legal 
questions relating to condemnation of 
‘land by the Mississippi River Commission for 
levee purposes. It wasa subject with which 
Senat.r White was especially familiar and 
with which the Attorney-General was espe- 
cially unfamiliar. The Louisiana Senator 
undertook to explain some of the legal points 


| involved. Wis explanations were coolly re- 


ceived. Finally he remarked: “If you will 
let me know, Mr. Attorney-General, on just 
what point in the law your mind is in doubt I 
may be able to clearit up.” The Boston man 
wasonhis dignity once. “ Sir,”’ he said’ 
severely to Senator White, *‘ I consider that a

The astonished Senator White walked out 
of the room dumfounded by the Attorney- 
General's discourtesy. It is stated that he 
subsequently went to the President, with the 
explanation that he Hag henceforth transact 
the Department of Justice 
through the Executive and would decline in 
the future to recognize the existence of such a 
person as Mr. Richard Olney. | 

The Attorney-General, however, is not 
without a sense of humor. A Republican

A Mayor who has ac- 
complished this much can feel that he has not 
held office in vain. Yethad it not been for 
circumstances to which Mr. Washburne re- 
ferred in his address he would have mdde a 
better record than he has. He would have had 
more credit and fewer demerit marks, and he 
would hardly ever have heard the voice of un- 
friendly criticism. 

One fact has to be borne steadily in mind 
when passing judgment upon Mayor Wash- 
burne’s administration.

MAYOR WASHBURNE’S VETO. 

Mayor Washburne more than realized the 
expectation of his best friends by vetoing 
three of ‘the dangerous and pernicious ordi- 
nances passed by the old City Council at its 
recent meetings without due consideration. 
The notorious Hygeia ordinance and the Mid- 
land Rapid Transit ordinance, whose pro- 
-moters were ashamed to declare themselves, 
are among those sent back without approval. 
The twia-wire telephone ordinance, whose 
backing is also‘a little donbtful, shared the 
same fate as the Hygeia and the Midland, and 
the rather sweeping Englewood Electric Street 
railway ordinance was sent pack for neces- 
sary amendment. 

The veto’ messages: in clear and cogent lan- 
guage set forth the reasons for the rejection, 
which in the case of the two principal ordi- 
nances were unanswerable, It is pointed out 
in regard tc to the met ordinance, for in- 


necessity. It 1s. indicated further that under 
the ordinance a water pressure. system couid 
be set up, and that there is nothing in the or- 
dinance to prevent the sending of water other 
than that from the Waukesha springs through 
the pipes. The veto of the Midland ordinance 
was couched in sttoager terms, the objections 
being that it unnecessarily clouded the title 
toa great deal of property in the West Di- 
of that section

was made without due 
consideration and igvestigation, and finally 
that its promoters aré “‘unknown and undis- 
covered,” The maid objection to the tele- 
phone ordinance was that it did not provide 
against the combination of the new company 
with the old monopoly and that the promo- 
ters were not sufficiently known. The Mayor 


evidently did not think the objections to the 


telephone ordinance were as strong as those 
to the other two. The Aldertnen seemed to 
think that way too, and the ordinance was 
passed over the veto, only three members cf 
the Council—Kens, Mills, and Brookinan—vot- 
ing te sustain the Mayor’ s action. 

The Midland ordinance did not fare so well. 
The Mayor's veto was sustained. Forty-four 
Aldermen voted to pass it over the veto. It 
required 46. The Council refused to adopt

Mayor Harrison wili enter on the duties of 
He has no easy task. before 
him, It will requireall his energy, ability, 
and ingenuity to perform his duties to the 
satisfaction of the people.

THE RIVER AND SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

From @ decision of the [llincis Supreme 
Court filed at the close of idst month it ap- 
peats that the Cityof Chicago cannot raise: 
the money to pay for property taken to widen 
the river by a special assessment on property 
benefited, nor can it improve the river with- 
9 the previous consént of the Secretaty of 

An ordinance wad passed to widen the South: 
Branch at Righteenth street. Eighty thou- 
sand dollars was awarded for the land to be 
taken, and an ordinance was pasted to ansess 
the amount on the property fronting on the 
South Branch and its forks above Eighteenth 


street, on the gruund that that property had. 
been made miore valuable by the improved | 


navigability of the stream below owing to 
the widening at Eighteentn street. 

The ordinance was fought on three grounds, 
The first was that the widening was not a “ lo- 
cal improvement within the meaning of the 
special assessment act, but for the benefit of 
navigation and commetce generally, and the 
cost should be borne by the community at 
large. Thesecond Was that the city could 
change nothing in the river without the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of War, which had not 
been obtained, The third was that the Sani- 
tary District had exclusive jurisdiction of the 
South Braneh for ‘the purpose of widening 
and deepening ff. 

The first and é¢econd points were sustained 
by the court, which held that the power of tax- 
ation by special assessment could not be ex- 
ercised bys city or any other corporate au- 
thority unless the power had been expressly 
and clearly conferred, and while the city had 
been given power to widen the river it had 
not been givén power todo so. by special as- 
sessment, It was held also that the city was 
bound to consult the Secretary of War and 
get his approval of its plan before it could 
take the fifst step, 

. lt was suggested at one time that some of 
the narrow places in the South branch might 
be widened by the city for the benefit of navi- 
tion and the cost defrayed by special assess- 
ment, thus lessening the demand on the re- 
sources of the Sanitary District. It appears 
that thatis not feasible under any circum- 
stances until‘the jaw is amended so that the 
city can do’ What the Supreme Court says it 
vannot Go now. Therefore the Sanitary Dis- 
trict must go it alone, and, as it bas no au- 


thority to colleet money by assessments on 


property specially benefited by reason of the 
increased navVigability of the river due to im- 
provements miade by it, it will find the widen- 
ing and deepening of the South Branch a very 
expensive job, for the orice of property abut- 
ting on it 1 gomg up all the time. :

A bomb placed close to 
‘the Petit Wasines Church explode this morn- 
ing with great violence, shattering the stained 
windows of the church and doing other 
damage. There is no clew to the perpetrators, 
but the act is generally ascribed to tne Social-

to the strikers to commit further outrages.

@ay wore on they became emboldened and de- 
dermined to take possession of the town for a 
Jabor procession.
